Responsibility. — After  goods  are  placed  on  board  ca**s  here,  I 
deline  responsibility  for  delay  or  any  injury  caused  in  transit  by  the 
transportation  companies. 

Deliveries  are  made  from  the  first  part  of  December  to  the  end  of 
February;  we  commence  as  soon  as  the  stocks  are  ripe  enough  for 
digging  and  packing. — Orders  for  spring  booked  undei  winter 
reserves,  in  case  of  shortage  of  crop. 

Light  grade  of  stocks  cannot  be  delivered  much  before  end  of 
December,  a small  delay  is  to  be  expected  in  the  shipment  of  such 
orders.
